Bids offered on schools project 


So far, so good. 

That’s the word on the sub-contracting 
bids for the new schools building project, 
which as of last Wednesday night’s meet- 
ing was as good a word as could be expect- 
ed. according to the School Building Com- 
mittee. 

Committee members opened approxi- 
mately 75 bids for 16 filed sub-trade jobs, 
such as electrical, plumbing and masonry 
work, said Project Manager Phil Tuminel- 
li. Each sub-trade received between three 
and six bids. 

“Considering the market, we did pretty 
well.” Tuminelli said. “Bids have been 
coming in high all across the state, so we 
did pretty well percentage-wise.” 

The committee added the lowest open 
bids to get a tally of about $400,000 over 
what is estimated for sub-trades in the gen- 
eral cost estimate. However, extras such as 
canopies and bleachers in the original 
design can be eliminated or adjusted, said 
Tuminelli.

100 YEARS AGO 

An organized gang destroyed valuable 
property the night before July 4 by lighting a 
series of fires around town. After an old wind- 
mill blazed at 12:30 a.m. and a Phillips Acade- 
my dormitory burned down at 1:30 am., a 
local cricket club building caught fire at 3:20 
a.m., prompting officials to initiate a formal 
search for the arsonists. 

In order to clear room for modern develop- 
ments, workers demolished the “Compo” 
building, an Andover landmark since its con- 
struction in 1835 by town Superintendent 
Nathaniel Whittier. The structure, which 
housed the Tyer Rubber Company for about 
44 years, derived its nickname from the 
“Compo” shoe — a patented design developed 
in the building that featured soles attached by 
a rubber composition. 

Moonlight drives to Haggetts Pond gained 
popularity among young Andover residents 
as a form of Friday night entertainment. 


75 YEARS AGO 

In addition to traditional Independence 
Day parades and concerts, the July 4 celebra- 
tion planned for Shawsheen Village was to 
include a baseball game between married and 
single men as well as a nail-driving contest. 

Building Inspector Charles T. Gilliard 
issued permits for 18 houses, 20 garages, one 
gas station, one tea room, one land-office 
building, three camps, five hen houses, one 
woodshed, one cow barn, and one mill. 

An advertisement for the Andover-based 
store P. Simeone & Company featured special 
prices on a new flavor of ice cream: banana 
custard. 

John D. Rockefeller — a 40-year-old horse 
owned by Charles P. Rea and a familiar figure 
around town — passed away in the midst of 
haying season. 


50 YEARS AGO 
Commander Albert Cole Jr. promoted the 


Andover air-raid warning system to a stand 
by basis following a meeting with local volun- 
teers. As soon as the Massachusetts governor 
appointed a civil defense head, definite 
orders outlining the warning service would 
come from state headquarters. 

Crowds of revelers thronged downtown 
streets for the “Night Before the Fourth,” a 
pre-Independence Day celebration featuring a 
parade, band concert, carnival, bonfire, and 
— of course — fireworks. 

A float designed by Pomp’s Pond life- 
guards and showing a lifeboat floating in red, 
white and blue crepe-paper water took first 
prize in the “Night Before” parade. 


25 YEARS AGO 
Downtown Andover received a $2.5 million 


shot in the arm with the announcement of 


plans for a three-story, multiple use building 
that would sit diagonally across Main Street 
from Town Hall. Construction called for more 
than 100,000 square feet of retail shops on two 
levels, office space on the third level, and a 
parking garage in the rear lower level of the 
structure. 

The School Committee established a sub- 
committee to study the possible implementa- 
tion of a 44-4 grade scheme proposed by 
Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert. Under a 4- 
4-4 restructuring plan, Doherty, South, San- 
born and Shawsheen Schools would house 
grades kindergarten through four, while Ban- 
croft, West Elementary and East Junior High 
would function as middle schools for grades 
five through eight. Grades nine through 12 
would attend Andover High and West Middle 
School.

ndover High School his- 
tory teacher David 
Lussier will have a 


front-row seat at history in the 
making this year. The Massa- 
chusetts Teacher of the Year 
2000 will soon be off to Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Lussier, 30, was recently 
appointed to the 2000-01 class 
of White House Fellows, a pres- 
tigious program that boasts 
such alumni as Colin Powell, 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Julia Taft and INS Commis- 
sioner Doris Meissner, to men- 
tion a few. 

“It’s a who’s who list of peo- 
ple who have done amazing 
things,” says Lussier, who has 
been teaching for eight years, 
the last six at Andover High. 

Founded in 1964 by Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, the 
year-long White House Fellows 
program sought and continues 
to involve young people in the 


leadership of the nation by 
exposing them to top-level gov- 
ernment officials. It also 
allows the fellows to travel 
anywhere in the world to 
investigate foreign 
policy, a prospect 
that excites Lussier.

Lussier, who will move to 
Washington with his wife and 
nine-month-old child, learned 
of the fellows program when 
he spotted a brief description 
of the program in the back of a 
teaching magazine. Intrigued, 
he logged on to the Web site 
they listed and began the appli- 
cation process. 

“Tt was very intensive,” he 
recalls, noting that it became 
even more grueling as the hun- 
dreds of applicants were dwin- 
dled down to the final 15. 
According to Lussier, one step 
involved a day-and-a-half of 
interviews.

in which the interview panel 
could ask anything. You didn't 
know what they were going to 
ask, he remembers. 

“For me the toughest ques 
tions were the introspective 
ones,” acknowledges Lussier, 
who was asked what he hates 
most about himself. “It came 
out of context,” he recalls, not 
ing that he and the panel were 
in the middle of an in-depth 
discussion about education. 

Lussier credits a former fel- 
low, retired General Wesley

About $400,000 raised since 1996, millions to go 
Plans now in hand, seniors promise fundraising results 


By Rebecca Piro 

Some seniors have big plans in store 
for Phillips Academy’s Williams Hall, 
the four-story building with peeling, 
yellowed paint and overgrown hedges 
at 53 Phillips St. But first, supporters of 
turning the dormitory into the town’s 
next senior center need to raise the 
money to do so. 

Details for the new senior center 
were unveiled Friday morning before 
an attentive crowd of seniors, many 
sporting T-shirts with a red artist’s ren- 
dition of the future center. There was 
not an empty chair in the room while 
building committee Chairman Spencer 
Johnson pointed to several bird’s-eye 


views of the refinished hall. By May of 


2001, a total of $4.2 million will have 
been raised to pay for it all, promised 
Doreen Correnti, president of the 
Friends of Andover Seniors fundrais- 
ing organization. 

So far, the center has raised about 
$400,000 since the inception of the pro- 
ject about four years ago. Town Meet- 
ing 1997 allocated another $500,000 as 
“seed money” for the project. 

That leaves about $3.3 million yet to 
be raised. As Director of Elder Services 


have “a the way to go.’ 

According to the lease with PA, the 
Friends have until July 1, 2001 to raise 
the entire amount. 

In terms of major reconstruction, 
the four-story building does not require 
extensive work, Madden said. The 
Council on Aging is_ particularly 
happy, she added, that the building will 
retain its historical integrity. 

“There will be very little change,” 
she said. “It will allow us to keep the 
beautiful historic flavor of the house.” 

When seniors finally make the tran- 
sition into the new, refinished building 
on PA campus, the extra room will be a 
welcome change. An addition to the 
rear of the building will provide a 
kitchen and serving area. Overall, the 
added space will let seniors spread out 
for activities and provide a permanent 
home for materials and equipment. 

Parking lots will have space for over 
100 cars, including 13 handicapped 
spots. Currently, the senior center has 
a total of only 10 designated spaces. 

In addition, there will be a library 
room, rather than just the present hall- 
way with a few bookshelves.

me that idea there s not that much interest 
in it,” Hess said. 

However, Larsen, who was on the board 
when the vote was taken, says that most of 
those details had already been ironed out 
with the initial vote. 

“(The charter review) was a goal set last 
year,” he said. “It should by now have been in 
effect. The motion was to set it up right away 
and have it last for two years.” 

Though Major will support the board’s 
decision to open the charter — something 
that has not been done since the town-manag- 
er form of government was established in the 
1950s — he does not consider a review some- 
thing of primary need in relation to several 
other projects the town already has before it, 
such as the new schools, the public safety 
center and the sewer project. 

“T am not a strong advocate of it,” he said. 
“Tm not sold that that’s in the best interest of 
Andover. I think we already have way too 
much on our plate.” 

Nor does Major speculate that the towns- 
people would agree to a change in the town’s 
format of government. Town meeting is 
unique, he added, in that every registered 
voter essentially can stand up and voice their 
opinion. “We have about 31,000 people in the 
community, and over 19,000 are registered 
voters,” Major said. “In actuality, all 19,000 
can have a say, and my vote is no more 
important than anyone else’s. We're all equal. 

“I like the town-meeting form of govern- 
ment. I like that any registered voter can 


speak their mind,” Major said. “It's a very 
rare form of government now,” he added, and 
Andover’s is the largest in New England. 

Hess says he also believes the public is 
content with the town government as it is. 
“People like being able to talk at town meet- 
ing, and they don’t want to give that up,” he 
said. 

But a charter review does not necessarily 
mean completely overhauling the town-meet- 
ing format, admitted Hess. If the public was 
against changing the town government, then 
a review could be helpful in adjusting town 
meeting itself, making it easier for more peo- 
ple to be heard more easily. 

But the outcome of a review is not the 
point, said Larsen. As years go by, every 
institution is warranted to check up on itself. 

“T think that all institutions should study 
themselves every quarter century, and it’s 
been about a half century (for Andover),” 
Larsen said. “The point is to see if we're 
doing the best job governing ourselves as pos- 
sible. I believe Andover has changed. It’s not 
the same place as it was 30 years ago.” 

Selectmen Lori Becker was also in support 
of the review at voting time. 

If the town does undertake a charter 
review, Hess projects a two-year process that 
would begin sometime in the fall. 

A commission would meet to come up 
with questions as a whole, and then in the 
springtime, present their research and get 
feedback from the public. The next step 
would to bring any findings and proposals to 
the 2001 Town Meeting. 


Construction projects are 
the priority in goal setting

Meet the new goals, same as the 
old goals. 

That’s the message from at least 
two selectmen, who say the town’s 
top goals for the upcoming fiscal 
year must continue to revolve 
around the sewers, schools, and 
public-safety construction projects 
approved during the past two 
years. 

Selectmen will begin setting 
their goals for fiscal year 2001 in 
earnest at their next meeting, July 
10. 

“We need to make sure that the 
projects we are starting happen in 
a timely fashion and without cost 
overruns,” said Selectman John 
Hess. 

“We have huge projects that are 
on the table,” said Selectmen 
Chairman Brian Major. “We just 
approved $32 million in schools, 
$30 million in sewer, and $13 mil- 
lion in a public safety center. 
That’s nearly $75 million in pro- 
jects. That’s a lot of money.” 


Because of this, selectmen must 


carefully monitor the next several 
years’ budgets, he said. | 
“We need to have a strong 
understanding of our expenses 
that are committed already,” 
Major said. “We’ve got to be very 
conservative with how we look at 
our budget over the next couple of 
years, and we've got to try not to 
overburden the taxpayers.” 

About a month ago, selectmen 
sat down together to brainstorm 
what they most want to see happen 
this year, said Major. The July 10 
meeting will start at 6:30 p.m. just 
to sift through those ideas and set 
some priorities at what they call 
the annual goal-setting workshop. 
The board’s plan is to have a list of 
goals set in stone by Aug. 31. 

“What we want to do is under- 
stand the pulse of our community, 
and what is really the best thing 
for (it),” Major said. 

While there are many things 
the selectmen would like to see 
happen within the next year, that 
wish list needs to be looked at real-

the whole building works,” said Johnson. 
“There’s a lot of flexibility that we'll enjoy, 
and it’s about three times the size of what we 
have now.” 

Right now, the hopes of Andover seniors 
and the elaborate plans are depending on 
multiple fundraising efforts that Madden 
says are on track with the town’s time sched- 
ule. Though only about $400,000 has been 
raised since efforts began in "96, she says that 
is not a sign that things are moving slowly. 
Rather, she says that money raised under 
past conditions shows a laudable effort. 

“The Friends started trying to raise the 
money even though they didn't have the plans, 
and they were able to raise almost half a mil- 
lion dollars. That is no small feat,” she said. 

Now that the architectural plans are final- 
ized. she considers this the official start of the 
fundraising campaign. “Now were at the 
beginning of the fundraising,” she said. “Any- 
thing before I would call pre-campaign work.” 

The latest fundraising kick-off will be 
made official with a volunteer recognition 
dinner in October, said Correnti. 

The Friends are continuing with private 
solicitations, and there is a T-shirt campaign, 
where supporters can purchase white shirts 
displaying a red print of the prop sed center 
For $100, the public can also buy a brick tor 
the new center’s rear walkway. The brick can 
be engraved. 

To direct these and future fundraising 
efforts. the center is in the process of hiring a 
new fundraising director, who it hopes to 
have on board this month 

The contract with previous director Ken 
Parsons ran out in February. 

Besides fundraising, the center is applying 
for several state grants, such as a community- 
development block grant for low- to moder- 
ate-income elders that could amount to as

istically, Major said. 


“You try to make the goals smart specif- 
ic. measurable, achievable, realistic, and 


time-oriented,” he said. 

Part of managing the projects is keeping 
the town well-informed on the development of 
each individual endeavor, he said. Some resi- 
dents have complained about receiving too 
little information in the past. 

“I feel strongly about regular monthly 
updates on each of our major projects,” Major 
said. Such updates would let the public know 
about delays, work progress, financial effects 
and whether a particular project has run into 
the red. 

Hess would also like to see a more regular, 
public recognition of town volunteers.

much as $600,000. 

Another $30,000 to $100,000 could be gained 
from a state preservation commission fund, 
due to William Hall’s historical significance. 
Madden says she also will keep her eyes open 
for other sources of aid. 

The May 2001 goal is a realistic one, said 
Correnti. “I think (the goal) is more tangible,” 
she said. “because we actually now do have a 
site. Before we were campaigning for an idea.” 

In addition, Correnti added, the slowness 
of public response to the campaign thus far 
was due to confusion revolving around the 
town’s public/private venture. 

“This is the first time that we’ve ever done 
a public/private venture, and there have 
been kinks we’ve needed to iron out,” she 
said. such as misunderstanding about the 
Friends’ role and responsibilities. 

“A lot of people were under the misunder- 
standing that the Friends would oversee the 
building of the center and operations, when 
in fact, the Friends were incorporated to 
raise money to let the town do what they usu- 
ally do oversee construction, operating 
issues. and staffing. All those things are the 
town’s responsibility.” 

Now that all the arrangements are settled, 
Correnti is confident that the money will 
materialize in time for the May deadline. 

“I believe it is attainable,” she said. “I have 
always felt positive about it.” 

Many seniors shared her sentiments after 
Friday’s informational forum. 

Joyce Johnson, Beatrice Morreo, and Rose- 
mary Hempstead all agreed that the project 
seems to be progressing. The present building 
is just not adequate for the needs of the active 
senior center, they said. 

“Andover is a little bit behind the times 
when it comes to seniors,” said Correnti. 
“What we provide is excellent, but we need 
more of it.”

Major expressed a desire to see the town 
purchase properties to add to its conservation 
fund with $2.5 million recently approved by 
the town. A lack of playing fields for town 
youths should also be addressed, he said. 

The goal-setting process has not always 
been as strong as it could have been, said 
Major, but he attributes any weaknesses to 
the fact that the board has had a 100-percent 
turnover within the past three years.

It grows on you 


By Judy Wakefield 
ist five minutes trom 
noisy Route 114, you can 
find Barbara Buls breath 
ing a sigh of relief as she parks 
her car and starts her day 

The birds are singing, the 
sun is. shining and_ that’s 
enough to make her smile as 
she opens the guard shack at 
the Harold Parker State Forest 
campground 

Buls, the woman responsible 
for introducing residents to the 
state forest, checks on a fish 
tank that houses fish retrieved 
from a nearby pond. 

On this particular morning, 
she has a colorful dragonfly 
perched on her index 
finger when she ' 
stops in mid-sen 
tence and looks 
toward the sky. , 

She hears the 
sounds made by 

her favorite | 
broad-wing 

hawk, which she 
believes is nesting \ 
nearby : 

She then checks on 
the wildflower garden, 
designed by a troop of Girl 
Scouts to attract butterflies and 
hummingbirds. She also checks 
on the milkweed just planted in 
her butterfly house and it gets 
her nod of approval. She hopes 
to raise monarchs, the type of 


butterfly that lives in the forest. 

A camper stops her with a 
recycling question and then 
she’s back to the beauty of the 
forest 

“If you told me 10 years ago 
that | would be here, in New 
England, I would have said you 
were crazy,” said the Midwest 
ern native, who graduated from 
Montana State University with 
a degree in fishing and wildlife 
management 7 always 
thought of those six states up 
there in the corner of the map 
as too crowded for me.” 

But after years of working 
on commercial fishing boats, a 
stint studying mountain goats

People tell me 
that they don’t know about the 
park. I hear that a lot,” she 
said. 

As a result of those com- 
ments, Buls has organized a 
handful of summer events that 
she hopes will attract newcom- 
ers. One of the first, a “Birds of 
Prey” presentation that fea- 
tured a bird handler who 
brought a hawk, a falcon and 
other birds, attracted 170 peo- 
ple on a recent Saturday after- 
noon. 


Buls also guides nature 
walks every Wednesday and 
Saturday at 9 am. and a 
stargazing program is set for 
Aug. 2. 

The 13th annual Harold 
Parker Fishing Festival is Aug. 
19, while a traditional craft fair 
is set for Sept. 16. There is also 
an art show taking place Sept. 
30 featuring works by students 
of Montserrat College in Bever- 
ly. 

“We're more than a section 
of forest,” said Buls. “My goal is 
to provide the public with 
interesting events because this 
is public property.” 

Buls says she wants people 
to take a break from the traffic 
on Route 114, and check out the 
tracks of land set aside in 
Harold Parker. 

“Just come out and listen to 
the birds sing,” she says. “It’s a 
wonderful environment.”
